Bhe was of steel, having two propellers, 
on* funnel and two nuMts with military

that Professor McGiffert accepts as it 
stands.

No News Keceived Since Nov. 6 Father Mat- 


thews Tells a Bather Unpleasant Story 


Hag of Trace Was Hoisted at Nichol- 


son's Nek Without Proper Orders 


London, Nov. 14.—Though the bile* 


news received from the seat of war is 
encouraging to the more enthusiastic 
persons, it is nevertheless received with- 
out excitement by conservative folk. 
They refer one to the experiences of the 
past, urging the idea that one should not 
Jump at conclusions from the meagre 
details supplied. 


Dispatches say that heliograph com- 


munication has been established with 
Ladysn-lth, but so far no news has been 
received, the latest date being Nov. 6, 
which shows that the occupants of 
Ladysmlth had no news of the outside 
world since General French reached 
Pietermaritzburg, and that they were 
puzzled at the inactivity ft the Boers. 
Everyone was confident and cheerful, 
but all were suffering the inconven- 
iences of the siege, bread selling at 3 
•shillings per loaf. 


Colonel Baden-Powell's dashing sor- 


ties at Mafeking encourage the hope 
that the British garrisons along the w est- 
ern border are well able to hold out. 


Cecil Rhodes is employing 8000 men, 


white and black, at Kimberley in road 
making as a remedy for destitution. 


According to a dispatch from De Aar 


the Boers at Kimberley have got the ex- 
act range of the mines and are con- 
stantly throwing shells at the dynamite 
huts. Several of th& latter1 have been 
blown up; and the damage done to the 
mines already amounts to many thou- 
sand pounds. 


Among the Stories from Brussels is one 


that General Joubert and General White 
have been endeavoring to negotiate for 
the capitulation of Ladysinith, but have 
failed to come to terms. 


The story of Father Matthews, cabled 


from Ibrenzo Marques, regarding the 
surrender at Nicholson's Nek is too 
vague to be very convincing; but, in mili- 
tary circles, it is considered unpleasant 
reading, and it will be impossible to 
learn the facts until the officer concerned 
has been court-martialed. 


The rep«rt that the British cruiser 


Maglcienne had fired on the French 
steamer Cordoba raises the doubtful 
point whether Great Britain has yet 
actually declared1 war. It is believed, 
however, that European nations have 
been made acquainted with the sever- 
ance of relations between Great Britain 
and the two republics. It is understood 
that the admiralty, on General Buller's 
advice, has arranged that cruisers at the 
Cape should go out to intercept all ar- 
riving transports and inform them of 
the latest orders lespecting their des- 
tination, which! are to be kept secret. 


A dispatch from Cape Town announces 


the arrival there of the troopship Ar- 
menian, with three batteries of artillery 
and an ammunition column, and the 
troopship Nubia, with the Scots guards 
and half a battalion of the North- 
amptonshire regiment This brings the 
total number of reinforcements to 12,- 
802, of which about 6000 are already on 
the way to Durban. The Armenian and 
Nubia, whose troops belong to the first 
division, will probably also be ordered 
to proceed. 
Nine troopships, carrying 


11,000 men, are due at Cape Town to- 
day. 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor of 


the exchequer, speaking last evening at 
Bristol, said: 
"The war in South Af- 


rica has destroyed both conventions with 
the Transvaal. 
We must establish 


there a pure and honest government on 
the basis of equal rights, and on some- 
thing more enduring than paper safe- 
guards. Subject to this, we should give 
whatever self-government may be pos- 
sible in South Africa. 
No one desires 


that great country to be governed per- 
manently from Downing street." 


The Paris papers protest against the 


stopping of the French steamer Cordoba 
by the British third-class cruiser Magi- 
clenne oft Lorenzo Marquise. 
The 


Petit Bleu says. 
This arbitrary act 


of England requires an apology to the 
French government and indemnity to 
the owners of the Cordoba and to the 
authorities. 


The Soleil and the Echo De Paris pro- 


test in similar terms. 
The Matin de- 


mands that an investigation be made, 
is there is no effective blockade, other- 
wise the authorities would have been no- 
tified. 


The Gaulois does not consider the in- 


cident serious. 


A dispatch from Lorenzo Marquez 


fays that Father Matthews, chaplain of 
the Irish fusiliers, who was captured at 
Nicholson's' Nek, complains that though 
General Joubert promised to How him tp 
return to trie' British camp, he was 
taken to Pretoria.

"We were eeat out," cays Father 


Matthews, "to occupy a position with 
the oblect'of -preventing two Boer f'orcp* 
from joining. We started at 8:30.Sun- 
day evening, marched 10 miles and got 
to the bill about 1 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing. 


"The first mishap was that the moun- 


tain battery stampeded and scattered 
the whole lot of mules. We formed up 
again and gained the top of the hill. The 
guns were gone, but not all the ammu- 
nition. I do not know what stampeded 
the mules. It was pitch dark. 


"We had one hour sleep. The flrln« 


began Just after daybreak, being some* 
what slack for a time. But finally the 
Boers crept round and then the firing be- 
came furious. Ou* men made a breast- 
work of stonea. 


"Soon after 12 o'clock noon there waa 


a general cry of 'cease flre,' but our fel- 
lows would not atop flrin*. Major Adye 
came up and confirmed the order, and 
then the bugl« sounded, 'Cease flre.' 
, "In Our locality there was a rumor that 
a white flag was raised by a young of- 
ficer who thought his batch of 10 men 
were the sole survivors; but we were 900 
alive, having started with perhaps 1000 
I think many o£ the battery men escaped 


"Oar officer* and men were furlou* a'. 


the surrender. The Boers did not seem 
to be in great numuem on the spot; but 
I heard their main body had galloped oft. 
Our men had to give up their arms, and 
the officers were sent to Commandant 
Bteenkamp. The officers then ordered 
the men to fall in. 


' The officers were taken away from 


the men and cent to General Joubert the 
same day, traveling in mule wagons and 
Bleeping that night in some store on the 
way. 
The next morning they took a 


train at Waschuank for Pretoria. They 
are very well treated, and «o, I nave 
heard, are the men. 


"There has been rio unpleasantness In 


Pretoria- The officers are in a school 
building and are allowed to walk as they 
please in the yrounus. 
- 


"The surrender, in my Judgment, was 


a great blunder, caused-by a misunder- 
standing. Major Adye was much put 
out. The white flag was not hoisted by 
the Irish fusiliers,"

Leavenworth, Kan., Nov. 14.—Sensa-

ARE SURE OF RESULT 


Operatives Willing to Leave 


Question to Arbitration, 


Pall Paver, Mass., Nov. 14.—C. C. 


Rounseville, secretary of the Manufac- 
turers' association, received a communi- 
cation last night from Secretary James 
Whitehead of the Textile council, noti- 
fying the mill men of the action of the 
representatives of the operatives at 
Sunday's meating of the council. 
The 


letter was substantially the same as the 
draft of the vote given out by the coun- 
cil, and is very formal in its nature. 


But by the decision of the council the 


manufacturers are give* ttntil Nov. 23 to 
make reply to the new demand, and In 
case of a refusal it calls upon the opera- 
tives to leave their work on the morning 
of Dec. 11. A proposition by which the 
whole matter may be settled by arbitra- 
tion is included in the communication. 


The decision nf the council is the talk 


of the city. It would be regarded by 
many as a direct threat of strike if it 
were not for the saving clause, suggest- 
ing arbitration In case the manufactur- 
ers cannot see their way clear to grattl 
an increase otherwise. 


"We are so sure of the strength of our 


case," said a Textile council delegat*. 
"that we bad no hesitation in offering to 
allow the whole wage Question to be de- 
cided by an Impartial board of arbitra- 
tion. We feel certain of a favorable de- 
cision from any arbitration committee, 
and we will abide by its decision." 


The council, it will be noticed, leaves 


plenty of time between the time at which 
the manufacturers must reply and that 
at which the operatives must leave work. 
This is necessary; aa the various unions 
must meet to take action after the reply 
of the mill men is received. 


It Is stated that there is but little pros- 


pect of M. C. D. BortfeSn, ' managing 
owner of the large, Iron .Works plant in 
this city, which is outside the Manufac- 
turers' association, of - voluntarily in- 
creasing the wages of ite employes, and 
thus settling the wage difficulty in this 
city. 
. . 


Should the manufacturers continue in 


their refusal .to advance wages', all hopes 
of avoiding a strlke'.are not loot even 
though the Textile council's-'aetion of 
Sunday seems very strong. With winter 
at hand and operatives •comeclous that 
they can get steady work at-the pres- 
ent rates there is a strong feeling that 
radical action will be, d>ferred. 
It Is 


entirely possible, also, tlwxt now it hav- 
ing been shown by the Members of the 
Textile council that business is meant 
by the formal demand and threat, the 
manufacturers will begin work In ear- 
nest to offset the, labors of those who 
have agitated the advance a'mong the 
operatives. 


It will be four weeks at least before the 


worst can happen, and in the meantime 
•ome plan may be evolved that will ap-

strike, and While none of th«m admit it, 
it is thought that some slight concession 
ip the way of a promise to the members 
of the unions will stem the desire for 
fight that is growing. 


That manufacturers will not advance 


wages while the margin between cot- 
ton and cloth is as low as it is at pres- 
ent is almost a certainty. 
The men 


who usually advise conciliation, even at 
a business loss, are not willing to take 
part in any attempt to raise wages now. 
They may later on, but their talk at the 
present time is stiff and in some cases 
bitter. 
Some of them want to get to 


work on a sliding scale at once, and to 
Insist upon its enforcement if an ad- 
vance is to be enforced by the annulment 
of contracts that must come with a 
strike. 
Others are openly reconciled to 


a strike, believing that it will not last 
two weeks in most of the mills. But, as 
a rule, most of them want no trouble 
and are ready to get to work among the 
operatives to prevent it if necessary by 
personal appeals to the public who must 
be affected. 


Some of the treasurers of the mills 


speak as if the operatives In their mills 
would not strike if the council finally 
decided on that course, but it has been 
the history of things here th it opinions 
of operatives who do tuot want to strike 
change rapidly to the union side of the 
iseue.

If the committee on arbitration was 


to act on the merits of disputed ques- 
tions arising white a sliding scale was 
being discussed, it would be Impossible 
to get good men to serve, but- there is 
always so much feeling on the wage 
luestion that service is likely to be un- 
ftertain. 
If no agreement between the 


parties can be brought about without 
Ihe services of an arbitrator it may be 
leclded to try them, but for the most 
(art the impression exists among the 
mill men that some way will be seen 
Hit of the present difficulty without 
eith«r side receding markedly from its 
position. 
It has been agreed among some of 


the mill men that the less that Is said 
In a public way about the situation as it 
now stands the better for all concerned. 
These men feel that the executive com- 
mittee will see some way out of the 
Sifflculty ia a few days, ahd will then call 
Ihe association together.

Paying a high tribute to the "stirprismg 
intelligence and confidence of the Ameri- 
can soldier," the officer says: "Patience 
and bravery the American soldier has 
shown in a high degree; but he would be 
more efficacious if, instead of being col- 
lected In comparatively enormous num- 
bers, he was used in smaller forces, 
moving more rapidly and living on the 
country, instead of requiring vast quan- 
tities of potted luxuries. Moreover, he 
looks tired and as if he wanted some- 
thing to do.

Now it he were 
a British soldier he would be diverted 
by all sorts of sports." 


Midgley Deeply In Debt. 


New York, Nov. 14.—A petition in 


bankruptcy was filed yesterday by 
William E. Midgley of this city, with 
liabilities of $1,716.039. of which $274,762 
is nominally secured. The value of as- 
sets Is not given. Midgley was presi- 
dent of the American Casualty Insur- 
ance and Security company, which col- 
lapsed in 1894 after its $1,700,000 capital 
and surplus had been expended. Midg- 
ley, with three others, were indicted in 
connection with the failure. Midgley 
attributed his trouble to the enmity of 
Austin Corbin. A jury in the general 
sessions declared Midgley not guilty. 
Midgley then sued the Long Island Rail- 
road company for $260,000 for false ar- 
rest and he got a verdict for 420,000.

didate Goebel and other party leaders 
as saying they are confident of Goebel's 
success. 


Shot In Rifle Range. 


Boston, Nov. 14.—Mrs. Hannah Hazard, 


aged 19, was shot with a rifle m the 
hands of Mrs. Irene A. Potter, aged 23, 
last night, at a rifle range in Hanover 
place. Both women are employed at the 
range. The latter was examining a rifle 
which had missed fire, when it was dis- 
charged, the Flobert bullet striking Mrs. 
Hazard in the abdomen. The shooting 
was accidental, but Mrs. Potter and W. 
F. Rudd, who ran the range, were ar- 
rested. 


Disaster Off Casquet Rocks. 


London, Nov. 14.—On Friday night the 


Belgian steamer Belgique, Antwerp for 
Alexandria, foui&dered oft the Casquet 
rocks, near the island of Alderney. The 
night wae stormy. A boat was launched 
with 16 men, but five of these died1 of ex- 
haustion and three others were drowned 
In the endeavor of the ship Saint Kllda 
to rescue them. Eighteen persons, in- 
cluding the captain, out of a total crew 
of 26, are believed to have been drowned! 


Two Fighters Killed. 


Shamokin, Pa, Nov. 14.—While John 


Younsk and Conrad Wlnske were en- 
gaged in a fist fight on the Pennsylvania 
and Reading railroad track near En- 
terprise an express train ran them down 
and instantly killed them both. 
The 


men had been at a Hungarian christen- 
ing, and becoming involved in a quarrel 
they walked down the railroad to fight It 
out. 
The fighters were not seen in time 


by the engineer to stop the tram.

Then, although her beauty may have 
lost the first flush of loveliness, her In- 
tellect is at the height of its develop- 
ment. Experience with the world haa 
given her knowledge of human nature, 
and she is no longer self conscious and 
egotistical. If ever wit and tact and 
grace are to belong to a woman, she 
will have attained them in fullness and 
perfection at the age of 35. Waa not 


Cleopatra that old when Mark Antony 
sacrificed an imperial crown for her 
sake? This, too, in a tropical country 
where beauty decays more rapidly than 
it does in temperate lands. Helen, 
after the ten years' siege of Troy, must 
have been no longer a young woman, 
yet she was so beautiful that, as Homer 
tells us, when Menelaus saw her he for- 
got her unfaithfulness and carried her 
back to Lacedaemonia rejoicing. Mme. 
De Malntenon was 40 when the fastid- 
ious Louis XIV made her his wife, 
while Diana of Poitiers at 60 was the 
most beautiful woman at the court of 
Henry II. The famous French beauties, 
Ninon de le Enclos, Gabrielle d'Estree 
and the Marquise de Pompadour did 
not lose their fascinations with advrac- 
ing years. 
•Queen Louise of Prussia, Aspasla, 
Queen Elizabeth of England. Mme. 
Recamler, the beautiful Duchess of 
Devonshire, the unhappy Phillipa Wel- 
ser, Princess Lamballe, Queen Mary of 
Scotland and all the other women fa- 
mous in the annals of beauty were still 
breaking hearts and fascinating man 
at an age when woman is supposed to 
be turning her thoughts toward prayer 
and repentance.* 


The beauty of woman is like a deli- 


cate flower—it needs the most exquisite 
care in order to reach Its highest devel- 
opment. The gardener would not ex- 
pect his orchids to bloom so perfectly 
f he left the plants unattended and un- 
sheltered. 
So with woman's beauty, 


which is more delicate and evanescent 
than that of any flower, to attain per- 
fection it must be shielded and cored 
for with a finer intelligence than t-at 
which surrounds the evolution of the 
rarest exotic. 


In this age of labor saving devices 


for the household no woman should be 
called old until she is 75. I have seen 
them sprightly and handsome at that 
age. Think of the beautiful faces of 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton and Julia Ward 
Howe, ye women who fear the advance 
of years! 


All ages have their compensations, 


and when the years take one charm 
from the face they give another in Its 
stead; when the loveliness of curves 
and coloring is gone, the charm of ex- 
pression is supreme, and soul and in. 
tellect speak In the slowly fading eyes 
and lips. Gilbert Stuart, the greatest 
of -American portrait painters, is said 
to have expressed his unwillingness to 
paint the portraits of women under 30 
years of age, because, as he said, be- 
fore that age a woman's face lacked 
character. 


A woman who has plenty to eat and 


does only a moderate amount of sew- 
ing and housework ought not to fear 
becoming prematurely old. Work ages 
no one, but, remember, worrying does. 
The carrying in of a ton of coal, the 
lifting" of heavy weights, are what I 
should call heavy manual labor. It is 
overwork, not work, that hurts wo- 
men. 
Experience should teach a wo- 


man how many tasks she can do with- 
out becoming exhausted, and when she 
reaches that limit she should rest, re- 
suming her occupation later if she must. 


The peasant women of Europe work 


harder than any women in this country. 
They carry heavy weights upon their 
heads, 
which, although 
sometimes 


stunting their growth, leave their faces 
very youthful. One reason that they 
endure toil so well Is because they live 
simply. They do not wear corsets or 
tight shoes or eat all sorts of unwhole- 
some and poorly cooked food. 


While It would be a great deal better 


if we did not wear corsets at all, I ac- 
knowledge that with the present style 
of dress we are compelled to wear some- 
thing of that sort. However, the wo- 
man who buys an ill fitting corset is 
adding five years to her age by the dis- 
tortion to which she subjects her fig- 
ure. 
Almost every year the French 


fashion leaders, who pride themselves 
on their originality, Introduce what they 
call a "new figure," which Is, after all, 
only a new corset, with the human fig- 
ure squeezed or padded to conform to 
it. As nature, with all her infinite va- 
rieties, makes the figure of woman 
much on one general plan, the fash- 
ionable figure is subjected to a making 
over which in time injures Us elasticity 
and contour. 


Years take the suppleness irora the 


muscles as well as the bloom from 
the face. The woman who thinks only 
of giving a youthful color to her skin 
while she waddles about as stiff as a 
dressmaker's manikin does not exercise 
any very great judgment. Rheumatism

advancing years as clearly as a hook 
to those unskilled in recognising the 
hand of time. When a woman find* 
that she.is-less able to get.about than 
she once was, she loses ambition: she 
does not' care to arrange her hair elab- 
orately—it is too much trouble; she be* 
gins to be careless about her dress. 
and frequent changes of her toilet are 
too much exertion for her Increasing, 
avoirdupois. 


It is an unfortunate day even for » 


beauty when she loses interest in being 
well gowned. 


When a woman realizes that her r»is- 
cles are stiffening and that it is an ex- 
ertion for her to go up and down stairs, 
it is time that she should begin to 
counteract the effects of time. There 
are a number of exercises in physical 
culture which every woman v/ho ex- 
pects to retain her grace and supple- 
ness should practice daily. I have a 
series that was taught to me by the 
wife of a world famous athlete. Al- 
though not herself a professional, sha 
was, through her husband, one of the 
best informed persona on the subject of 
physical culture I have ever met. 


A few of those exercises I will sug- 


gest for the woman who feels that her 
body is less flexible than it once was 
and who wishes to counteract that mis- 
fortune before it is too late. 


The unwieldy growth of the hips la 


the case of women of superfluous adi- 
pose tissue can be easily overcome if 
the following exercise is followed for m 
few minutes each day: 


Stand with the feet firmly placed on 
the floor, heels together, toes apart, 
hands on the waist, and, with lower 
limbs rigid, twist the body slowly from 
right to left, and as slowly from left to 
right again. This should be repeat** 
about 20 times. 


For reducing the size of the abdomen 


take this exercise: Stand with shoulder! 
back, feet flat on the floor, heels to- 
gether and toes apart. The arms should 
be stretched out straight in front of the 
body, then, without bending the arms or 
knees, let the arms drop until the tips 
of the fingers touch the floor. Thl» 
exercise cannot be successfully aceonv* 
pushed when a corset is worn. One rea» 
son that locomotion is difficult after a 
few years of corset wearing is because 
this instrument of torture hardens the 
muscles of the abdomen. This harden- 
ing the bending exercise tends to 
counteract. Besides the stretching of 
the muscles in the back of the leg 
caused by leaning over, it tends to give 
grace and ease in walking. 


Another exercise good for the hip* 


and the knee muscles is that of giving 
what might be called the straight 
courtesy. It consists of a slow sinking 
of the body without moving the feet 
from their heel to heel position on the 
floor. The body simply doubles up at 
the joints, like a Jack in the box when 
the lid is closed. 


To strengthen the muscles of the leg* 


stand with one hand on the table. With 
the body thus supported swing one leg 
back and forward tea times. Then 
place the support on-the other side of 
the body and swing the other leg. 


For developing a scrawny neck ths 


best exercise I can recommend is that 
of moving the head yery slowly and 
firmly from side to side, as if trying to 
look over the shoulder and behind ona 
as far as possible. After performing 
this movement ten times the head 
should be dropped forward, then back- 
ward, then alternately backward and 
forward ten times each.

All the attention should not be be- 


stowed on the office of mayor. At best 
the major has to wait on the council's 
permission and it is imperative that, in 
stri\mg for good city government, "we 
should, at least, divide our energies 
between the mayoralty and the coun- 
cil membership. 


According to charter provisions seven 


councilmen, one third of the whole 
council, are elected each year, each 
member to serve three years. It must 
be clear to everybody that the elect- 
ing of one third of the council for 
three years is a very Important mat- 
ter. 
The city council is practically 


the city government; it is the council 
•which raises or reduces taxation for 
It is the council which says what shall 
or -what shall not be expended. How 
very important, then, it is that the city 
should be watchful of the council and 
pay close heed to the men named as 
candidates for its membership. We are 
now struggling under a heavy debt, 
•we do not want to spend, a dollar next 
year the expenditure of which can be 
avoided, we want to be free from am- 
bitious policies and wild schemes, and 
to be sure that we shall be free from 
Buch schemes and not additionally bur- 
dened with debt we must be as par- 
ticular about our council timber as we 
are about our mayoralty timber. To be 
indifferent to the election, of one-third 
of the council is to court disaster at 
this trying period of our municipal life. 


But as it looks now we shall not only 


be cal'cd upon to elect a third of the 
council. It is expected that from one 
cause and another several additional 
vacancies will occur and it would not 
be surprising if we find ourselves 
called upon to choose very near to half 
of the whole council membership. Thia 
makes the responsibility greater a'i<3 
demands unusual watchfulness on the 
part of the people. 


It is all very well to strive for a good 


mayor, but it is also very im.portM.nt 
to strive for a good council.

America and Japan Agaln»( 


TJio World? 


If it be true that our state depart- 


ment has informed certain European 
powers that our government could not 
witness with indifference any forcible 
rearrangement of 
Chinese 
territory, 


•uhile England is busied in South 
Africa, we have already assumed the 
place among the great powers of the 
far east to which the magnitude of our 
prospective commercial interests in 
China and our acquisition of the Phil- 
ippines have pointed the way. In the 
v, aters laving the Pacific coast of Asia, 
\\e already have a fleet stronger than 
any other western power with the ex- 
ception of Great Britain, and we have 
many more regular soldiers at our dis- 
posal in the neighborhood than has 
any European power, with the excep- 
tion of Russia, At present, and until 
the completion of the Trans-Siberian 
railway and of its Manchurian branch 
no conceivable combination of powers 
could withstand a coalition of Great 
Britain and Japan. That Japan would 
enter eagerly into such an alliance has 
been plain enough ever since she was 
forced by interpositionof Russia,France 
and Germany, to ravine the Shimono- 
seki treaty, surrender the long-coveted 
footliold on the mainland of Asia. The 
outcome of a struggle between the two 
opposing leagues at the present junc- 
ture would not be doubtful. The united 
fleets of England, the United States, 
and Japan could easily control the 
Chinese seas, and, with their help, Jap. 
anese armies could not only overrun 
Corea, but could probably expel the 
Russians from the Llau-Tung peninsu- 
la. This must be as.patent to Russian 
statesmen as it is <o unprejudiced on- 
iookerg; U la avowedly foe 


as well M financial reason* that th« 
czar's adviser* regard peace a* iudii- 
penalble to Russia until the railway to 
Vladtvostock and Port Arthur ha* been 
finished. Even if the United State* 
should not interpose & veto upon a 
fresh partition of China so long a* 
England should be occupied elsewhere, 
there is but little doubt that Great 
Britain and Japan would be. of them- 
selves, more than a match for Russia, 
France, and Germany in the far east. 
The warships of the three powers last 
named would be outnumbered, and the 
French troops in Tonquln would be too 
far separated from the Russian soldiers 
In Manchuria for co-operation. Thus 
we see further ground for the con- 
clusion that the desire of certain con- 
tinental powers to secure compensation 
for England's conquest of the Boer re- 
publics will not be gratified.—Collier's 
Weekly.

STREET RAILWAY TAX 


On Local Road Finally Fixed by Asses- 


sors Without Waiting Decision 


The disputed question of the tax on 


the street railway under the new ex- 
cise law has been settled for this city, 
for the present at least, by the fixing 
of the tax.

As to count only the track on pub- 


lic ways seems on the face of the law 
to be its meaning, this was what the 
local company reported on, and on 
which basis the tax wag fixed. The 
rate was 2% per cent on the gross 
earnings per mile.

Railroads Find Accidents Are 


Reduced by Its Use* 


LIGHT OAH BE BEEH 1OLE8 OFF,

The number of accidents on railroads 


at nighttime is appalling, and they are 
generally of such character as might 
be avoided if the headlights of the en- 
gines shone with greater strength. The 
Chicago and Alton railroad seems to 
have appreciated this fact, and recent- 
ly fitted several of Its engines with the 
new iiluminant , The. roads of the east 
are generally adopting them, and the 
Alton does not' propose to be behind- 
hand 'in improving its system. 


Tbjere are so many times that a good 


headlight is needed that the only won- 
der is electricity has not been used in 
headlights for engines earlier than this. 
A striking instance of the limitations 
of the ordinary headlight occurred In 
an accident that happened on a western 
road not long since. The engineer had 
rather a light engine and a compara- 
tively light train. He was going at a 
moderate rate of speed, and suddenly, 
while on a straight track, struck an 
animal. Of course he saw the obstruc- 
tion just before he hit It, but the il- 
lumination from his headlight was so 
-3!m that the danger was not revealed 
until after one steer had been hit By 
this time he struck another one. Then 
it was too late to get the train under 
control, and the engineer pulled the 
throttle wide open to save himself and. 
the train. Before he got through 42 
head of cattle were killed. With oo 
electric headlight such an accident 
would have been impossible. 


There are so many advantages to tlui 


electric headlight that it would requlr* 
many columns to enumerate them, say* 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. It is claimed 
it is impossible to have a collision with 
this style of illumination. Engineer* 
can see approaching trains miles away, 
and those going forward can discern a 
train ahead at a distance of more than 
a mile. Any obstruction on the track, 
a damaged bridge, or even a broken 
roil, can be plainly distinguished by 
the trained eye of the engineer long 
before the train approaches, and, with 
the aid of the air brake, the train can 
be stopped to avert an accident that 
might cost many lives. It is estimated 
that the number of accidents on a rail- 
road is reduced fully 60 per cent where 
the electric headlights are in service, 
Bavlng life and preventing injury tc 
passengers and employees. The day 
Cannof come too soon when every en 
gine is equipped with the improved 
light. 


The Railway Age in a recent article 


on the subject of electric headlights 
aays: "The enormous traffic which the 
railways are handling at the present 
time necessarily increases greatly the 
possibility of accident, and the record 
of the lost two months of accidents at 
night is unusually large. From some 
cursory statistics gathered In a by no 
means exhaustive or complete Invest! 
gution, it appears that during the 
month of August last, in the various 
Mates of the Union, there were 84 ac- 
cidents at night, which It is fair to 
presume might have been avoided alto- 
yether, or, at least, reduced In the mat- 
tar of damage done, bad there been a 
more general use- of electric headlights. 
The record for September shows 78 
accidents. In these two months there 
were altogether 162 persons killed and 
212 persons injured. This does not rep- 
resent "50 per cent of the accidents, but 
po reports were received from them. 
fiuch a record of damage is sufficient- 
ly impressive to entitle to consideration 
the claims of any one who seriously 
proposes to reduce or limit accidents of 
this kind." These accidents were the 
ordinary ones most common in railroad 
business— head on collisions, people run 
down on track, crossing accidents and 
Obstructions. 


To quote again from another article 


IB The Railway Age: "Many railway 
men regard locomotive headlights as 
being chitfly, or even solely, valuable 
as a marker tc Indicate to others the 
presence and location of the engine 
carrying the light For this purpose 
almost any kind of light, no more in- 
tense, perhaps, tban-^a switch light 
will serve. The commoner theory Is 
that the headlight ought to be of 
some use to the engineer behind it 
ahowing him what Is on the track 
ahead. So for as giving warning of 
any obstruction on the track is con- 
cerccd, In time at least to prevent an 
accident, the ordinary oil light Is prac- 
tically valueless." 


This is true, and the growing use of 


electric headlights has done much to 
reduce the number of accidents. The 
element of safety Introduced into rail- 
way operation by placing on the en- 
gine a light which will enable the en- 
gineer to see at night as clearly as he 
can in the daytime any obstruction on 
the track at a distance sufficient to 
enable him to stop the train must be 
an advantage, not to say a necessity. 
Anything that Is practicable, both me- 
chanically and from the standpoint of 
cost, that will prevent railway acci- 
dents and at the same time save mon- 
ey to the railroad companies through 
lessening damage claims and loss of 
property Is worthy of the careful con- 
sideration of railroad managers,

NEW SIX INCH NAVY RIFLE, 


Te*ted For Velocities at the Indian 


Head Provis*; Ground*. 


A new special 6 inch navy rifle was 


tested at the Indian Head proving 
grounds, down the Potomac, near 
Washington, recently. The gun is 45 
calibers long and has Tickers' breech 
mechanism. All the other 6 inch guns 
of the navy are 50 calibers long. The 
test was for velocities and was intend- 
ed for comparison with the recent test 
of a Tickers 6 inch gun, says the New 
York Bun. The special grain of pow- 
der required was not used in the test, 
but without it the maximum velocity 
obtained was 2,861 feet a second, with 
15.9 tons pressure. 


In the test of the Tickers gun Amer- 


ican smokeless powder and cordite 
were used. With smokeless powder a 
maximum velocity of 2,913 feet a sec- 
ond, with IT tons pressure, was ob- 
tained. With cordite the maximum 
velocity was 2,856 feet a second, with 
15 tons pressure. Admiral Charles 
O'Neil, chief of the naval bureau of 
ordnance, who witnessed the test, 
thinks that the new gun will give 3,000 
feet velocity a second at least. The 
main difference in the special or Amer- 
ican gun and the Tickers gun is that 
the American has a larger chamber.

Wu Ting Pang's Views on the 


American Policy. 


HALTS EIQUEBT TO BE BEFH8ED. 


Imperial Minuter Belt*<re« til* Bm- 


plrVa Interest* Will Be Protected 
br the Friendly Relation* With tke 
Halted State*-Attitude Toward th« 
Power* of Barope. 
The New York Herald pnbllsned the 


other day the following from Its Wash* 
ington correspondent:. Regarding the 
effect upon China of the request made 
by this government for written assur- 
ances that its Interests in that empire 
would not be prejudiced by exclusive 
treatment in the spheres of influence 
acquired by European nations, Wu 
Ting Fang, the Chinese minister here, 
said to me recently: 


"I am convinced that the United 


States in taking action with respect to 
its Interests In China Is actuated not 
only by a desire to protect those inter- 
ests, but also to conserve the friendly 
relations which have always subsisted 
between the Peking and Washington 
governments. 


"It is said that two constructions 


might be placed upon the action taken 
by the president—the one, that in aban- 
doning its policy of silence with re- 
spect to affairs in China the United 
States has taken a step In Chinese af- 
fairs which may be preliminary to ac- 
quiring a foothold on the Asiatic con- 
tinent; the other, that this government 
has announced to the powers of Eu- 
rope Its purpose to fully protect Amer- 
ican Interests; that it will oppose the 
acquisition of territory in the empire, 
and to this extent gives its support to 
the imperial government. 


"I hold to the hitter view, for I am 


confident that the policy of the United

WIT TING TAUT}. 


States, as It has ever been In the past, 
will be bonorable and friendly toward 
China. I am satisfied that the United 
States has no intention of establishing 
Itself on the Asiatic continent. You 
have only reeently^secured possession 
of the Philippine ,-archipelago, which 
furnishes an excellent base from which 
your merchants and commercial men 
can operate in China.-" 


"So far as I have been advised, there 


Is no intention on the part of the Chi- 
nese government to extend the spheres 
of Influence now possessed by foreign 
governments in China. While I have 
not been officially .advised of the status 
of the Italian demand with respect to 
San Hun bay, I understand that it has 
been rejected, and I am satisfied that 
my government will not alter its de- 
cision on this point. 


"Whether any attention will be paid 


by the Peking officials to the re-en- 
forcement of the Italian fleet In the 
Pacific I do not knoW. Why Itfly should 
want territory in China Is a question 
I am unable to answer satisfactorily, 
but it is apparent that If her demand 
should be granted the Chinese govern- 
ment might be scked to make similar 
concessions to otber nations. 


"I see no reason why the request of 


the United States for written assur- 
ances that its rights in China shall be 
preserved should not be granted by for- 
eign governments. I have seen reports 
of the opening of Talien Wan, In the 
Russian sphere of influence, and Tslng- 
Tau, within the German sphere of in- 
fluence. I cannot understand the alle- 
gation that the British government 
has extended Its sphere of influence In 
the Yang-tse-Kiang valley. 


"What the Chinese government real- i 


ly did was to send a note to the British 
government asserting that It would oot 
alienate this territory by granting any 
rights there to any foreign power. Th'e 
British government recently secured a 
large extension of Its concession at 
Hongkong, acquiring the hinterland 
there, and Its subjects have also ob- 
tained commercial rights of great val- 
ue. The British government does aot 
now seem to be pressing Its 'open door1 
policy, though If it could get the Unit- 
ed States and Japan to join with It in 
the enforcement of such a policy un- 
doubtedly it would be glad, I should 
imagine, to compel observance." 


Speaking of the same matter, the 


Russian embassador said to me recent- 
ly: "Although I was In both St Pe- 
tersburg and Paris, I heard nothing of 
any such representation. My govern- 
ment has already thrown open Talien 
Wan, and American goods have been 
given admission to that port and to the 
Russian sphere of influence aa freely 
as Russian goods. 


"In fact, the Russian people like to 


deal with the American merchants. 
Notwithstanding requests from other 
countries that purchases should be 
made from them, the Manchurian rail- 
way has bought most of Its supplies 
from the United States, It having been 
found that the American material It

BOERS KIND TO WOUNPED: 


Correspondent Pralaei TheirOondnot 


Alter Capture of BritUh Fto*ce. 
The correspondent of' the London 


Daily Mall at Ladysmlth adds to the 
story of the disaster to the British 
arms at Nicholson's Nek. He says that 
after an hour's fighting the Boers were 
re-enforced by 2,000 men. Both sides 
were careful and deliberate. The fir- 
ing of the Boers was magnificent. The 
moment one of the British troops rais- 
ed his head to see where the enemy 
was he fell back with a bullet through 
It Many of the Boers testify to their 
heavy loss, admitting practically that 
the whole of their firing line were 
shot 


After the engagement the Boers 


showed great kindness both to the 
wounded and the prisoners. This elicit- 
ed the highest praise. They collect- 
ed water for the British wounded and 
gave the blankets off the captured 
mules for hospital panniers. 
Some 


of them asked the soldiers for their 
embroidered belts as mementos of their 
great victory, but were told that many 
of them contained money, the pay of 
the men. In many cases they then re-. 
trained from pressing their requests. 
Some of the wounded dropped their 
money, bat the Boers would not take 
it Only one attempted to loot the bos-! 
pital panniers, and he was a German.' 
The Boers, however, checked him from 
doing so. 


The prisoners were placed aboard a 


train for Pretoria, but many of them 
managed to escape. 
Stragglers are 


coming into the British camp every 
day. A Catholic chaplain, Father Mat- 
thews, accompanied the prisoners to 
Pretoria, going of his own free will. 
The Boers spent the afternoon singing 
doleful hymns of victory under the 
trees. They had reason to be doleful, 
having lost many men. 


The wounded burghers in the Brit- 


ish lines admit that their casualties 
the other day were heavy. Unfortu- 
nately their principal doctor was killed.

The first place in the United Kingdom 


to be illuminated with the bright white 
light of electroid gas is Hunmanby, a 
Yorkshire village near Scarborough 
This new illuminant is composed of 
acetylene with the admixture of inert 
matter and a proportion of oxygen. Its 
manufacture is of the simplest nature. 
as could be gathered from the explana- 
tions given recently to the company 
that assembled at the village on the 
occasion of the opening of the new gas 
works. The gas can be delivered 
through any ordinary gas main at the 
ordinary pressure, measured by means 
of gas meters, and charged for in the 
same way as is the custom where or- 
dinary coal gas is used. The light Is 
perfectly white and is equal to 250 can- 
dle power as against the average 17 
candle power of coal gas.

Invented a New Syitem. 


Professor M. M. Marble of New Ha-' 


yen, the head of the scientific depart* 
ment of the Hillhouse High school, and 
well known for several Inventions in 
the line of applied physics, has Just 
finished work on a new system of wire- 
less telegraphy, and has already tried 
bis invention with marked success, 
says the New York Times. He explains 
bis system on the ground of sound sig- 
nals, and claims for It greater durabil- 
ity and accuracy than the Invention of 
Marconi. 


Thus far, however, Professor Marble 


has not been able to make his system 
effective at a greater distance than two 
or three miles, but says that as he has 
tested his principle and found it to be 
sound he can extend it to any distance 
with sufficiently strong Instruments. 
He uses the same main Idea as Mar- 
coni and the other inventors, and 
claims no originality for the funda- 
mental principles underlying his sys- 
tem, though he says that the applica- 
tion of the principle to the sound wave 
Is his own. He uses the regular re- 
ceiving and sending Instruments of the 
older system, but his coherer is solid 
and smaller than Marconi's. That of 
the latter contains a vacuum, and is 
capable of more sensitive service tbau 
his own. Instead of the receiving sys- 
tem of Marconi, Professo "' ^ile uses 
sound waves to transmit 
, messages, 


and the receiver takes Uie message 
down as'from a telegraph. Professor 
Marble will set up his system shortly 
from his classroom In the schorl to his 
house, and expects to have a full tele- 
graph system In operation.

TRANSPORTJVREGKED 


Local Soldier Write* of the 


Wreck of the Trans- 


port Morgan City 


SOLDIERS STRANDED ON ROCKS 


Where They Lived Without Shelter for 


Six Days Unt I Rescued by Freight 


Steamer. Exciting Hour When 


Transport Hung on Rocks 


Arthur S. Davis of Blacklnton, who 


is a member of the 18th infantry now 
stationed at Hollo in the Philippines, 
was on the government transport Mor- 
gan City, which'was sunk on the morn- 
ing of September 1, Just before reach- 
ing Manila, and the first letter re- 
ceived from him since his arrival safe- 
ly has just been received. He tells an 
interesting story of the wreck and the 
privations that followed it, and a part 
of his account is given here: 


"I went to bed that night the same 


as usual, and never woke up till 3.40 
Saturday morning, when I felt an 
awful jar. I immediately got up and 
looked out of the porthole. To my sur- 
prise I could almost see death staring 
us in the face. Right in front of us 
was a very large mass of rocka, higher 
than the masts of the boat. 


"We promptly went on deck, and 


could see our situation plainly.. The 
bow of the boat was stuck firmly on 
the rocks, and it is said the cause of 
our misfortune was on account of the 
pilot's going to sleep. 


"Our first orders were for the troops 


to hurry from starboard back to port 
side, back and forth several times 
to get the boat to rocking, with the 
engines on full steam, to try and back 
it off. This was finally done in about 
an hour, with nine feet of water in the 
boat, and all fires out in the boilers. 
You can imagine our feleings with the 
boat going down and about two miles 
to run in order to get a place to run 
the boat on shore. 


"It is lucky for us that the boat 


didn't go down when we backed off 
the rocks, as it is a very deep channel 
at that place and also that they had a 
full head of steam on, before the fires 
went out. 


"We had plenty of time to land safe- 


ly with little excitement at that time. 
Every man that could swim was or- 
dered to bring stuff on shore as it was 
put overboard, such as flour, bacon, 
hardtack, etc. Our rations for two days 
consisted for a meal of a cup of flour, 
one raw potato, and a very small piece 
of bacon, with a very small stick of 
wood to cook them with. The worst 
trouble was lying on the rocks for six 
days in a cold pouring raia without 
any shelter whatever only our blank- 
ets, 
s 


"The Japanese treated us very kind- 


ly. One wealthy merchant sent us 3000 
eggs, three apiece. A Japanese battle 
ship sent us hardtack, and the sailors 
of the ship sent us 20 cigaruts apiece. 
An English battle ship sent us tobacco 
and edibles of different kinds. 


"About everyone caught cold. I did 


myself, but am over it now. 


"A few hours after we ran ashore 


the boat gave a. backward plunge and 
went clear out of sight, except the 
masts, and a small portion of the bow, 
and it is believed that two or three 
went down with it. 


"You 
can guess how nice our fried 


cakes were, made out of salt water 
and flour. It was like chewing a piece 
of leather they were so heavy, but 
they tasted very good under the cir- 
cumstances. 


"We were pretty glad when we were 


relieved Thursday by aJapanese freight 
boat that took us to Nagasaki." 


Mr. Davis is now doing guard duty 


with his regiment at Iloilo, where they 
were taken after being rescued from 
their position on the rocka.

Northampton asylum, • to which pa- 
tients from here are sent There will 
therefore be satisfaction in the follow- 
ing letter from Superintendent Hous- 
ton to W. D. Maclnnea of Pittsfleld, a 
member of the board of trustees, who 
made inquiry regarding it 
The Dr. 


Abbott referred to !a Use !»•* para- 
graph ia the assistant superintendent 


November 9, 1899. 


My dear Mr. Maclnnes:—I expected 


to meet you at Greenfield and to give 
you there a verbal report of our fever 
cases, but I waa unavoidably detained 
at Northampton this afternoon. 


I am happy to report that the cases 


are all convalescing, the larger num- 
ber being up and dressed every day. 
Some have gone home to recuperate 
and two or three of the insane seem 
to have improved mentally with their 
convalescence from the fever. ^ 


There are no new cases and no 


cases that cause us anxiety any longer. 


It has been a hard and trying time, 


but we are fortunately nearly over it 


We cannot yet find the origin of the 


epidemic and get no help or light from 
the board of health. 


You may be Interested to know that

But Question of Endorsement is Stil 


an Open One. Other Names Men. 
tioned But the Men are Not 


Talking. Other Offices Vacant 


The position of the democrats on the 


mayoralty problem is the chief subject 
of discussion among the politicians to- 
day. The plan of endorsing E. S. Wil- 
kinson is freely mentioned among 
them, and there are some warm advo- 
cates of this in the party. Others are 
more in favor of refusing to put a dem- 
ocratic candidate in the field without 
making any endorsements and there 
are many of this opinion. It it prac- 
tically certain that the democrats will 
fail to put a candidate in the field, but 
the question of endorsement is still an 
open one . 


The name of Mr. Wilkinson is meet- 


ing with the most general favor, and 
although other names have been talked 
today, it is belived that Mr. Wilkinson 
will be given the republican nomina- 
tion without opposition. George H. 
Kearn and Jackson L. Temple have 
both been mentioned today, and al- 
though each expressest himself as a 
"receptive candidte for the ofllace," the 
talk In their direction is not serious. 
Both men declined to make any state- 
ment till they had learned further de- 
velopments in the reception of their 
names. 


The mayoralty talk has so far prac- 


tically eclipsed much discussion of the 
other offices to be filled, although one 
or two men have been mentioned for 
other positions. The men in the coun- 
cil and other offices whose places be- 
come vacant this year are as follows:

In addition to these men, whose 


terms expire this year, it is possible 
that the resignations of Dr. Arthur A.

E. S. Wilkinson, who is president of 
the council, will undoubtedly resign if 
the mayoralty situation remains as at 
present, ae he could not hold the office 
in the council In case he should be 
elected. 


From the school committee the terms 


of O. A. Archer of Blackinton and 
James D. Hunter expire. From the li- 
brary trustees the term of Clarence A, 
Brown expires, and from the assessors 
C. G. Bartlett's term expires. 


It is expected that most of the coun- 


cilmen whose terms expire will ac- 
cept renominations if offered to them. 
C. H. Cutting has announced that he 
will not consider a renominatlon and 
it is possible that one other may make 
the same decision. Among the new 
names mentioned is that of William 
McGilpin, a ward 2 democrat, whose 
friends are pushing his name.
